The Applicant, through his undersigned representative, hereby 
petitions to reinstate the subject patent application. Support for this 
petition is attached. The use of an incorrect credit card form, leading 
to non-payment of filing fees, was unintentional, but moreover, the 
non-payment was unavoidable, as per the following statement. 

The undersigned, a us Patent Attorney for over 2 0 years, 
maintains his regular office in Tel Aviv, Israel, as a department in a 
law firm which also maintains a branch office in New York City. The NV 
branch office has no patent professionals, and is not responsible for 
docketing, however, the address of the NY branch office is used as a 
mailing address for receipt of correspondence from the USPTO, and this 
correspondence is then forwarded to the Tel Aviv office, by a 
particular employee of the NY Office. 

The first indication of the abandonment of the patent was received 
in the Tel Aviv office on June 5, 2007, via the NY office, and the 
notice is dated May 21, 2007. The undersigned was out of the office on 
an overseas trip on the date of receipt of the notice in Tel Aviv. 

The delay in receipt of the notice is apparently due to the fact 
that the NYC office has recently moved to a new address, and the 
emplo yee in the NY Of f ifi _e_^h.o_w.a B _re B pon S ible--^o- g --t-hj rS - forwarding t ask 7 
had left her job, and the responsibility has been transferred to 
others, who are unaware of the timeliness issue in forwarding the USPTO 
mail . 

Applicant's attorney maintains a docket inq system known a* 
PATTSY , and the docket clerk responsible for entering Office Action 
due dates is diligent in this activity. As a backup system, this clerk 
also maintains the Microsoft Outlook calendar (herein: calendar 
docket) filled with dates for activities to be performed, a report of 
these due dates on the calendar docket is printed periodically, 
approximately weekly, and this is the report used. 

in this particular case, the PATTSY system shows that the case 
was originally filed on September 4, 2006 with a filing receipt status 
check set for December 4, 2006. (see aLLaeliment "A") .
